But the architect of this model farm, with its 
supplementary buildings, has worked out a group 
that is as efficient of operation as it is pictur- 
esque in appearance. 

The location of the house is superb, and set 
atop a high hill with an extensive view of the 
open countryside it is a place to remember. The 
exterior of the house is of hand-split shingles, 
painted white, and there are powder blue shut-

The comfortable simplicity and functional planning of this small Connecticut farmhouse by 
Architect Edwin L. Howard, realizes all the dreams of the clients. The two gambrel roofs are 
connected by the long center portion, providing ample room for summer occupancy. The 
exterior is of hand-split shingles painted white, with a brown shingled roof and powder blue 
shutters to match the doors. The two upstairs bedrooms have small balconies with ivy boxes; 
the guest bedroom is located in one wing on the first floor with a two-car garage on the 
opposite side. The house, situated atop a hill, has an extensive view of the open countryside. 
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These two views of the living room show the movie projection room window and bal- 
ancing window opposite in the staircase wall. The furniture arrangement is note- 


— worthy. The floor plans below show the layout of rooms for first and second floors. 
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Below is seen the billiard room with pine pan- 

eled walls, gun rack and sporting motifs used — 
as a background for the corner cabinet, the _

I héve learned with pleasure that you 
are devoting special attention in your current issue 
of “Interior Design and Decoration” to what Britein 
is doiag in the field of interior decorating. 


Britain and America have always remained 
closely connected in the realms of literature and 
fine arts. In the latter we see expressed in 
lasting forms that harmony of tradition and culture 
which forms so valuable a bond between our two 
countries. Each has something to give to the 
other, and each can readily and easily assimilate 

' the best of what the other offers, because of the 
fundemental similarity of outlook and the common 
artistic heritage of the two countries. 


In spite of war, the study of art and 
design, the development of new processes and ideas, 
and the production of decorative fabrics and other 
adjuncts of interior decorating still go on in 
Britain. There is of course Little outlet for 
products such as these at the present time owing to 
various limitations which are placed on their use 
in Great Britain; but many remain available for 
export to this country where I hope they may be 
valued and sought after.

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The Guildhall, left, London's civic palace 
where the Lord Mayor is elected, was begun 
in 1411, and after being partially destroyed 
in the Great Fire, was much altered and 
enlarged. Of the original Gothic structure 
only the porch, the walls and crypt re- 


mained. The restored building, by Sir 
Christopher Wren, was destroyed by bomb- 
ings last year, as shown above. 


In Westminster Abbey, left, the kings and 
queens of England are crowned. And here 
lie Britain's illustrious dead. The present 
building was begun by Henry III in the 13th 
Century. Much damage from bombings, as 
shown below, has been suffered by the in- 
terior stonework of the nave and the Henry 
VII Chapel, appearing on the cover. 
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The present Houses of Parliament, replace the ancient 
Palace of Westminster, destroyed by fire in 1834. Sir 
Charles Barry, K.A. was the architect. The Clock 
Tower, in which hangs “Big Ben,” may be clearly seen. 
Damage to this building has been considerable, as 
shown at the right.

Architects, interior designers, and students of the arts and crafts relating to 
the development of town planning, its public and private buildings, and all

Wren, Architect. The cathedral was first built in 607 by Ethelbert, King of 
Kent. Rebuilt by the Normans, it stood until 1666, when the building was de- 
stroyed in the Great Fire of London. Finally it was rebuilt from designs by Sir 
Christopher Wren, and approved by Charles II in 1673. This cathedral has been 
badly damaged by explosive and fire bombs.

In these twelve pages we present illustrations of a variety of imports 
from Great Britain, all now available in America. The high quality is 
maintained, new shipments continue regularly and the choice is wide. 
For example, on this page is shown an unusual lattice design panel wall 
paper, green and gray, imported from England by Margaret Owen; and 
to the left is a very fine antique walnut oyster burl chest with brass 
inlay, carved and gilded mirror and a walnut side chair—all imported 
by Wood and Hogan, Inc. The mahogany tilt-top table with carved shell 
edge was brought to these shores from England by S. Cavallo. 
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The Sheraton mahogany secretary shown above, and the 
accompanying Sheraton tassel-back chair, are from a 
collection of imports by D. Lorraine Yerkes. Next to this 
is a wall paper of roses and scrolls, executed in natural 
colorings on aq white ground, which is distributed by 
Charles Grimmer & Son. The interesting Karabagh rug 
in the center, imported by Whitbread & Ulmer, Inc., 
measures 16’ 6” x 6’ and has a dark background, shading 
from midnight blue to black, with flowers and border in 
soft yellow and center medallions in pale rose. The Hepple- 
white double-pedestal mahogany sideboard, circa 1785, 
and octagonal wine cooler with brass bands, are from 
Foreign Furniture Factors, Inc. 
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At top are shown a floral wall paper with pattern in black and white on a 
textural gray background, imported by Richard E. Thibaut; and a fabric of 
Modern design printed on a crinkled satin from Harold M. Schwartz. The 
mahogany furniture, a foyer cabinet and an unusual drum-top table, both 
fine reproductions, are from Trevor E. Hodges, Ltd.; the glazed chintz, with 
stripes of acorn leaves and ivy vines, is imported by Arthur H. Lee & Sons. 
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“Gretna Green”, the subject of the rare English landscape print 
shown at the top of this page, is hand-colored and comes from 
the Old Print Shop, Inc. The Moorcroft British pottery lamp, 
in rich coloring, with metal base and tailored shade trimmed 
with velvet, is carried by Lightolier Co. Lower, the sheer cur- 
tain fabric of Scotch Madras is from E. C. Carter and Son, Inc. 
The beautiful crystal chandelier, 56” long, from an old English 
estate, is from A. Marchand. The dinner plate with delicate 
lace pattern and colored floral border comes from Meakin & 
Ridgway, Inc. And the damask fabric from E. A. Seeley Co. is 
but one of several in soft pastel coloring from this firm. 
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The large-scale dahlia stripe, of hand-blocked glazed 
chintz, is vibrantly colorful in true floral hues on a 
white background, and comes from J. H. Thorp & Co. 
The George ! wing chair, with mahogany legs of early 
cabriole type, is upholstered in 18th Century needlework 
of the period. The semiglazed chintz, with its all-over 
floral pattern developed in natural colors on a cream 
ground, is from the imported stock of Greeff Fabrics. 
The fabric to.the right, of a brocade weave, with a 
Modern tree design in shades of beige, coral and tan, 
is from Morton Sundour Co., Inc. 
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At top is shown a choice of i8th Century writing table of mahogany with 
inlaid panels of contrasting rare woods, Saint James’s Galleries, Ltd. The 
document print fabric, an exact reproduction of an antique chintz, is 
imported by H. B. Lehman-Connor Co., Inc. The collection of decorative 
china pieces, including luster, embossed and painted ware, represents a 
few of many different types imported by Josiah Wedgwood & Sons, Inc. 
Of the vast quantity of silver imported, none is handsomer than the tea 
service with gadroon motif, shown above, from |. Freeman & Sons, Inc. 
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The Sheraton breakfront desk, circa 1800, of finest crotch 
mahogany, with spacious secretaire and shelves for books 
or objets d’art, is from Needham’s Antiques, Inc. The 
glazed chintz, with iris pattern in natural vernal colors on 
a white background, is imported by Rodoma, Inc. The sheer 
fabric of Nottingham figured net, bearing a pattern of 
isolated plumes, is distributed by John F. Potching & Co. 
At lower left appears an intriguing textural cotton fabric 
bearing a colorful pomegranate tree crewel pattern, im- 
ported by Stroheim & Romann. The semiporcelain luster 
ware pieces, hand-decorated with steel engravings, are 
recent imports by S. P. Skinner Co., Inc. 
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At top appears an interesting wall 
paper, a birds-and-bamboo pattern, 
imported by W. H. S. Lloyd Wall Paper 
Co. The Regency mahogany sideboard, 
with serpentine tambour front, gilt 
shell feet and gilt hardware, is from 
Ashley-Kent, Ltd. Behind appears a 
double-warp cotton fabric of a lavish 
grapevine pattern, in deep autumnal 
colors, from Johnson & Faulkner. The 
Crown Staffordshire birds, modeled by 
hand and colored in a realistic manner, 
are from Grow & Cuttle, Inc., and 
the objets d'art, left, of finest porce- 
lain, are from Wm. H. Plummer & Co. 
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On this page are seen a carved Chippendale 
mirror from Ailsa Shaw-Thompson; a pair 
of hand-decorated glass vases from A. M. 
Sachs; three examples of antique decorated 
china recently received from England by 
Mottahedeh & Sons; the famous Toby jugs, 
depicting characters such as Long John 
Silver and Old King Cole, from Tedman Im- 
porting Co. Above is a portion of a window 
display at Carole Stupell, Ltd. which consists 
of English china and glass imports. At left is 
a fine Georgian brass fender with openwork 
decoration, imported by Wm. H. Jackson Co. 
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Shown at top is an unusual bow-front sideboard with 
three deep drawers, constructed to look like six, im- 
ported by George Blundell of London, Inc. The hand- 
some mahogany and inlaid satinwood Carlton House 
desk, in the Hepplewhite taste, is from Leo Elwyn & 
Co. The pine foyer bench, circa 1790, carved in the 
classic manner, is from Angelo Romano. To the left

ment store. As only women’s and childrens 
apparel and accessories are sold here, the service 
was designed expressly for exclusive, personal- 
ized sales. The situation of the store, in a rural 
setting, also dictated the design philosophy used 
by Raymond Loewy, the designer responsible for 
these outstanding interiors. 

The architecture of the building is Modern 
and functional in every respect, perfectly de- 
signed for this locality. This two-level structure 
is surmounted by a penthouse, and Colonial 
materials have been adapted in a contemporary 
manner, with gray field stone, whitewashed brick, 
reinforced concrete and an expansive use of plate 
glass. Spacious lawns, terraces and gardens were 
especially designed to conform to the gently 
sloping terrain. The main entrance is a convex 
glass unit projecting to the sidewalk, forming a 
vestibule entirely glass-enclosed. With this treat- 
ment, the display window area opens directly 
onto the main floor. Models, dressed in the latest 
gowns, ride merry-go-round horses. 

The main floor level immediately gives a feel- 
ing of spaciousness, with easy access to each de- 
partment, by the clever counter service arrange- 
ments. On this floor are found various individual 
shops for wearing apparel; the center counters 
are for accessories, cosmetics, costume jewelry 
and similar items. 

The entire floor is covered -by taupe-colored 
carpeting; mirrored structural columns add to 
the open effect; the ceiling is white with five 
specially designed chandeliers of gold bronze, 
lucite and baked enamel. Other lighting is de- 
rived from flush ceiling lights and indirect cove 
lighting at the dropped ceiling level where vari- 
ous paint tints have been employed for varied 
effects. All the shops, which encircle the room, 
are set under the dropped ceiling unit. 

Each section has a personal, appealing treat- 
ment all its own. In the /ntimate Apparel Shop 
the design is frankly sentimental, with valentines 
and dance programs lining the walls; into the 
doors leading to the stock rooms are cut three 
windows framed by parted, smiling lips made of 
upholstered red velvet; counters are completely 
inlaid with rubber in gray, white and green. 
The Millinery Department uses the novel idea of 
a bagpipe for a display stand with hats atop the 
reeds. A three-wall screen arrangement, treated 
in blue-spattered porphyry on speckled porcelain, 
has a cloud-white background and forms this 
horseshoe-shaped area. Mirrors framed in pome- 
granate-red alternate with simple glass display

astical structures, public buildings, ancient Guildhalls 
and stately houses which gave quality and indescribable 
distinction to the City of London. 

Among the Parish Churches, one of the first to be lost. 
was the Church of St. Lawrence, Old Jewry, the official 
church of the Lord Mayor, and the Corporation of the 
City of London, which was built by Wren after the great 
fire of 1666. 

The Vestry of this Church was said to be one of the 
finest in the world with paneling designed by Wren, its 
decorative detail carved by Grinling Gibbons. In its 
beautifully modeled plaster ceiling frame by Fuller, there 
was a painting of the Translation of St. Lawrence by Sir 
James Thornhill, and there also remained the throne on 
which Charles II sat at the opening service, and near it a 
Jacobean prayer book. The organ in the Church was made 
by Renatus Harris in 1684, and the case enriched with 
carvings by Gibbons. 

Another deplorable loss is the Church of St. James, 
Piccadilly, one of the best known of London’s churches 
outside the city limits, and this is the Church which Sir 
Christopher named as being most suitable for Protestant 
worship. The building is set back in a paved stone court- 
yard away from the busy street called Piccadilly. It has 
a special oak pulpit used during the summer months. 
The interior, Wren’s design, and the carvings by Grinling 
Gibbons, were regarded as the best of London churches. 

Grinling Gibbons was the creator, not only of the lime 
tree carvings over the famous altarpiece, but of the carved 
wood molding; and he surrounded all the marble font 
with sculptured figures of Adam and Eve. After this 
church was destroyed, there followed an urgent appeal 
from architects, antiquarians and lovers of London’s fine 
buildings, which resulted in the writer’s associates aiding 
in the rescue of all of the Gibbons carvings, the marble 
work around the altar and that great work of art, the font, 
and we anticipate the happy time when they may be set 
up again in their original formation. 

It seems appropriate that one great structure shall al- 
ways be like a radiant halo surrounding the name of Sir 
Christopher Wren. For two hundred and fifty years, that 
monument, St. Paul’s Cathedral and his name, have been 
inseparable, and while we continue to associate his name 
with that beautiful Cathedral, and other ecclesiastical 
buildings, and weep over their loss, we are no less moved 
over what is happening to his fine houses and mansions 
in this battle over London. We are inclined to believe 
that his contribution to domestic architecture was nearly 
as great as his church work. 

It was Wren who rebuilt the later Rennaissance wing 
of Windsor Castle, planned the almost complete develop- 
ment of Hampton Court, and rebuilt, and redecorated 
Kensington Palace for William III. 

His contribution in building the Colleges at Oxford 
and Cambridge, and the city and country houses, man- 
sions and palaces to his credit, provide documents which 


could be described and redescribed.

of the American Institute of Decorators. Smyth, Urqu- 
hart & Marckwald, Inc., has used in a gracious “Writing 
Room” Charles Baskerville’s “traveling-size” portrait of 
the Duchess of Windsor, painted in Nassau this spring; 
Lee Cook has selected the Portrait of the Princess of 
Jaipur, also by Charles Baskerville, as a focal point in his 
arrangement for a formal, cool-toned “Summer Drawing- 
Room;” for a delightful and informal arrangement called 
“Calico Cabin,” Thedlow, Inc. has employed Coulton 
Waugh’s Black Stallion; Joseph Mullen has chosen 
Charles Culver’s painting of A Melancholy Winter Day 
for his arrangement of a casual, man’s room with 18th 
Century furniture, “Brown Study;” and Virginia Conner 
selected the Portrait of John La Farge by Luigi Lucioni, 
for her very pleasing Modern arrangement in black and 
tones of sand. 

Joseph Mullen’s “Brown Study” is developed in brown 
and gray tones, harmonizing with the wintry scene in 
Culver’s painting. The English 18th Century furniture, 
with a small sideboard over which the painting hangs, is 
given an effect of the greatest informality by scattering 
books and magazines and various objects that might nat- 
urally be found in a man’s study. An effect of dim, wintry 
lighting has been achieved. 


“Summer Drawing Room” by Lee Cook is in sharp 
contrast. French furniture in light-toned wood, a wall 
covering of spring-like green, picking up the same tone 
from Baskerville’s portrait of the young Indian princess, 
and a lavish use of flowers and greens, creates an atmos- 
phere of a room open to the out-of-doors while remain- 
ing quite formal in character. 


The portrait of the Duchess of Windsor, also by Bask- 
erville, is here having its first public showing. The artist 
designed a frame especially for the small painting, in 
antiqued silver-painted wood, and hinged ieaves in lucite 
which show the picture even when they are closed. The 
room, assembled by Smyth, Urquhart & Marckwald, is 
hung with a wall covering, specially designed in off-white 
material with a loose diamond shaped pattern in which 
the initials “W. W.” are inconspicuously incorporated. 
The furniture is 18th century French, and the Louis Seize 
desk on which the portrait stands is set against a back- 
ground simulating a bay window hung with white ninon. 

“Calico Cabin” by Thedlow, Inc., consists of a wall 
covered in pink flowered material, while beneath the 
Waugh painting of a black snorting stallion is a low table 
or bench in natural wood, with geraniums and garden 
tools on it. Two simple wooden armchairs at either side 
have big ruffled seat-cushions in the same pink material. 

The “Living Room” by Virginia Conner contains a 
big sofa in a beige, looped material, an enormous square 
low table, and on either side of the couch two huge glass 
jars, one of which has been made into a lamp while the 
other holds greens and flowers. Two overstuffed poufs 
are used here instead of chairs. The painting used is a 
portrait of John La Farge, by Luigi Lucioni.

ters to match the doors, and the roof is brown. Actually 
it is a farm in miniature, with just two horses and one 
cow, and a score or more of chickens; but there is a 
pheasant run, and a miniature garden supplies vegetables 
for pot au feu and crisp greens for salads. 

With such a perfect house to begin with, the interiors 
have been designed forthwith, and they exemplify the 
remarkable talent of the interior designer. 

The main portion of the house is devoted almost en- 
tirely to the large living room. This delightful room, 
with its twin bay windows and beamed ceiling, is sheathed 
in tobacco-color knotty pine, and a large braided rug 
covers the floor. Two matching sofas, upholstered in 
hand-blocked linen of nosegay coloring, have been set 
before the huge rustic stone fireplace, with a butler’s 
table between, and behind the sofas have been placed two 
trestle tables to accommodate a pair of colorful pottery 
lamps; except for candles and a wagon-wheel ceiling 
fixture, from which are suspended brass lanterns, these 
table lamps supply the sole illumination for the room. 
The dining end of the room features a handsome pro- 
vincial sideboard with shelves above for decorative pot- 
tery and glass; the octagon-shaped dining table with 
accompanying provincial English chairs occupies a bay 
window. An examination of the room will reveal the 
discrimination with which each article of its furnishings 
has been selected—from the occasional chairs to the

Currier & Ives lithographs; everything, indeed, seems to 
have been especially made for its particular place, and 
a more charming ensemble cannot be imagined. 

Opening off the living room is a small hall, the walls 
covered with colorful pages from foreign journals laid 
at random and lacquered, which integrates the billiard 
room, guest room and bath to form the lower floor of 
the main wing of the house. The billiard room, like the 
living room, is sheathed in knotty pine, and corner-cabi- 
nets hold billiard cues and a valuable collection of guns. 
Color is contributed to the room by a red floor, green 
curtains and brown leather wing chairs. Old sporting 
prints are framed on the walls. The guest room is simply 
furnished in an impersonal way to please a variety of 
tastes, as it should be, and the furniture includes a tester 
bed and other antique pieces incorporated in a cherry- 
red and white color scheme. 

An interesting feature of the second floor is the pro- 
jection room for movies. The main bedroom is papered 
in a colorful pattern of roses, which makes a perfect foil 
for ruffled glass curtains, white woodwork and Early 
19th Century mahogany pieces.

boxes which project from the wall. 

The Young New Yorker Shop has its hang rods en- 
closed in highly lacquered picture frames which seem to 
be suspended from the cove ceiling by ribbons. The pink- 
lined cases are fluorescent-lighted with their depth and 
faces lacquered in lapis blue with white rococo figuration. 
Flocks of doves carrying bits of ribbons and flowers are 
painted on the soft gray wall area. Metal garden furniture 
and upholstered chintz chairs are set in convenient groups. 

The highlight of the Sports Shop is the “Town Fair,” a 
trompe Toeil mural painted on a semicircular wall unit 
where sports dresses are hung; flaps of wide brown and 
beige stripes disclose this merchandise and a striped 
canopy projects above. Beyond this department and 
slightly segregated from the rest of this floor, is the Shoe 
Shop done with sprightly gaity: on the walls are giant 
red roses on a white ground; the ceiling is oyster-white 
with a lacy apple-green border. Oval-back chairs, settees 
and specially designed stools with painted red roses all 
add to this charming room. 

Other original notes from the various departments on 
this floor are: the heavily upholstered sofas adapted from 
ordinary park benches; twenty-five fitting rooms which 
may be made into larger rooms by removing the metal 
folding walls which separate them; counters of gray oak 
with Wedgwood blue rubber bases set on gold-bronze 
legs to give them a lighter appearance. 

The wide stairwell leading down to the floor below has 
a beautifully designed gold-bronze railing with wide green 
and white striped awning material lashed to the descend- 
ing rails. Here, on the Children’s Floor, huge colored 
blocks form a two-part, semi-circular counter unit in the 
primary colors, backed by a lattice of white with cut-outs 
attached. A recessed ceiling unit of powder blue suggests 
the open sky over head. Other departments spread around 
the curving walls on either side of this foyer. The Champ 
Shop, catering to the young men’s wardrobe, contains a 
portrait gallery of the leading athletes of the day. 

The Little Girls’ Shop is merrily designed with Scotch 
plaids covering the walls and soffit of the dropped ceiling; 
bud-green paint faces the wall cabinets set into off-white 
wall spaces. Under a sky of painted, fluffy clouds, the 
Infants’ Shop emerges in delicate pink and blue. 

A curved unit set in a wing of the building contains the 
Beauty Salon which employs the latest word in Modern 
appointments and design. The dominant color is sunshine 
yellow with a floor of blue-green rubber, having, inlaid in 
white, a series of quotations by various men-about-town 
and country. Peter Arno impartially states that he “likes 
blonds, brunettes and red-heads best”. Cholly Knicker- 
bocker airs his pet peeve when he flatly states, “I don’t 
like to see a woman eating peanuts”. 

To “take the city to the country” and have every detail 
result in perfection is no easy task, but the designer in 
this case has achieved his goal admirably. 
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EE xports from England, eagerly welcomed by the in- 
terior designers, continue to arrive in quantity and of a 
quality astonishingly high for a country at war. Designs 
are typically British with no longer any suggestion of the 
so-called International flavor which has been noticeable 
for some time past. 

Despite the changes and loss of many skilled workers 
in various factories, the work is, in most instances, better 
than ever before because of the united bond existing in 
that country today to join common efforts in every way 


possible to see their country through to victory. It’s this 


feeling which promotes greater initiative and trust in one’s 
own ability, resulting in more vital, spontaneous and 
original creations. 

The antique furniture shipments are extremely import- 
ant, for many individual pieces are included which pre- 
viously could not be bought from the owners at any price. 
Of recent import, within the past few weeks, is a long 
case clock of black and gold lacquer made by John May 
between 1702 and 1710. Exceptional examples of the 
Regency period; small-sized desks; beautiful, rich burl 
woods used for chests, and other pieces in remarkably 
fine condition offer Americans the joy of owning some 
of the finest antiques that will ever be brought to these 
shores in the years to come. 

The creativeness of English designers finds its new 
expression in the many textiles being imported at the 
present time. The fabrics are equally as interesting as 
the patterns, with mixtures of wool and cotton combined 
to produce new effects. Spun rayons in textural qualities 
and other fiber materials are also ingeniously used. The 
all-cotton satins, having a soft luster, are of a pliant 
nature which enhances their draping qualities; the de- 
signs on these are free and imaginative. Some linens are 
still available, and the chintz fabrics range widely in sizes 
and types of designs and varieties of colors, printed with 
the same skill and excellence as before. Glass curtain 
fabrics are still coming through from Scotland, the heavy 
printed cottons are increasing in number as their popu- 
larity grows over here; damasks, tapestries, rayons, tis- 
sues and many other types continue to be imported as 
before with little delay. 

The color story is also interesting. Mushroom pink is 
one of the highlights, and good printing, on many differ- 
ent weaves, produces clear-cut colors. In a more subtle 
vein, the pastel shadings blend delightfully. 

The glassware and pottery designed and manufactured 
in England are famous everywhere, and the usual high 
standard is being maintained. The newer designs show 
an increasing freedom and beauty of design in bright, 
clear colors. 

Wall papers, floor coverings and untold accessories, 
antique or modern, all are finding room aboard ships 
bound for our shores. We welcome them wholeheartedly, 
finding them useful and tremendously important in the 
designing of interiors here today.

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One of the most valuable series of lectures of the year 
to interior designers was that conducted for three morn- 
ings recently as the Color Institute, by the Decorators 
Club, at headquarters, 745 Fifth Avenue. 

The Color Institute opened with an address by Frederic 
Rahr, color consultant for the U. S. Government Civil 
Defense Housing, who spoke on “Color Trends and Con- 
sumer Wants,” which was, for its valuable information 
gleaned from years of experience, particularly interesting 
to the interior designer concerned with the trends of style 
and color today in various sections of the country and 
their influence on production and business in general. 
Messers Johnson and Fitch next demonstrated the latest 
developments in paint mixing and exhibited the Library 
of Color of the Devoe & Raynolds Co. Lee Moffatt, of 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours, discussed the newest products 
from the paint laboratories, pointing his talk with inter- 
esting scientific data, and demonstrated the Color Select- 
or, described on page 64. The first morning’s session was 
concluded with a demonstration of practical paint mixing 
and application of lacquers by James B. Wilson, who 
produced samples of color results. 

The high-spot of the second session was an address 
by Carl Maas, of the New York School of Interior Decora- 
tion, who spoke on “Architectural Illusions and Fantasy 
in Paint.” Mr. Maas pointed out the danger of developing 
a monotonous taste for color—as exhibited in the prefer-

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ence among many interior designers today for subdued 
color—‘for no color, even the brightest, is of use unless 
there is another color with which to compare it. The old 
theories relating to primary and secondary colors still 
hold,” said Mr. Maas, “and the larger the area the more 
neutral the color should be, but there is a more scientific 
approach, and the interior designer has a responsibility 
to create a therapeutic color scheme for his clients seek- 
ing quiet and security.” Included in the excellent ideas 
advanced was the suggestion of using strong colors—with 
soft colors as accents—for obtaining stimulating new 
effects. Mr. Maas concluded his address with illustrated 
slides to bear out his remarks, and these demonstrated 
the influence of the historical periods on the use of color, 
as well as tricks-of-the-trade for increasing or decreasing 
the apparent areas of a room or emphasizing architectural 
elements. Examples of Di-Noc and Di-Lon and an ex- 
planation of how they are manufactured, was offered by 
T. A. Simpson, A.I.D., of Mayfair, Inc., who demonstrated 
the marvelous photographic finishes of these products, 
simulating woodgraining, leather and marble in natural 
colors, for any smooth surface. George Frank discussed 
wood stains and finishes, and showed numberless actual 
examples of highly original and exotic effects which he 
has achieved with his special techniques in analine dye- 
ing, engraving of wood, staining with two colors, pastel 
coloring and antiquing. The fine finishes obtainable on 
the cheapest woods are truly amazing, especially his “legi- 


bility” in exactly reproducing a wood and its graining.

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The sessions of the third day opened with an address 
on lighting in the home, by the well-known interior de- 
signer, Joseph Mullen, A.I.D., who offered helpful sug- 
gestions culled from his personal research and active 
practice both in interior design and stage lighting experi- 
ence.
